“THE  CLASS  LESSON.” 

The  object  of  this  lesson  is  to  point  out  errors  in  execution,  style, 
etc.,  into  which  pupils  may  have  fallen,  to  show  how  they  may  be 
avoided,  and  to  furnish  correct  models  for  future  imitation.  The 
exercises  should  be  carefully  practised  at  home.  The  class  meets 
at  the  Conservatory  for  recitation,  and  to  receive  ideas  which  shall 
be  developed  by  the  pupil  in  actual  practice.  It  is,  therefore,  of  the 
highest  importance  thatstrict  attention  should  be  paid  to  every  remark 
of  the  teacher  and  to  the  performance  of  each  member  of  the  class, 
during  the  entire  hour ; and,  lest  anything  should  be  forgotten,  pupils 
are  recommended  to  take  notes  of  criticisms  and  suggestions  offered 
by  the  teacher,  and  place  them  upon  the  desk  of  the  piano  for 
constant  reference  while  practising  at  home. 

In  the  Piano  and  Organ  Classes,  pupils  should  seat  themselves  in 
the  best  position  for  seeing  the  keyboard,  and  if  at  too  great  a 
distance  to  follow  the  notes  from  the  player’s  copy,  should  hold  the 
music  in  their  hands,  and  carefully  observe  the  manner  in  which 
each  note  and  phrase  is  rendered.  The  same  rule  should  be  observed 
by  vocal  and  violin  pupils. 

If  the  course  marked  out  is  faithfully  pursued,  each  lesson  will  be 
a real  advance  upon  its  predecessor,  and  progress  will  be  rapid  and 
thorough. 

Whispering,  talking,  reading,  gazing  around  the  room  or  out  of 
the  windows,  or  leaving  the  room  before  the  close  of  the  hour,  being 
entirely  at  variance  with  the  foregoing  directions,  cannot  be  per- 
mitted.
